_... The Department of Public Works 
(DPW) is repairing a section of drain in 
front of the Romulus Auto Parts store 
that has been a very serious problem 
for years — in fact, since about the 
time of the so-called beautification of 
the Downtown District. Whenever pre- 
cipitation is excessively heavy, you 
can’t get from your car to the sidewalk 
without getting your feet soaking wet. 
This has presented a problem for many 
people, especially senior citizens and 
area businessmen. People will not often 
wade through a flood to patronize any 
business. 

At the request of Tony Kopas, the 
owner of Romulus Hardware, and this 
paper, DPW Director Jim Panos and 
Mayor Beverly McAnally are seeing to 
it that the problem is remedied, and 
the street should drain normally after 
the work is completed. 

Two new catch-basins are being 
installed, and there will be an eight-inch 
drop to the main drain to insure the 
proper flow of water from the street to 
the drains. When the beautification was 
originally done, there were small, four- 
or six-inch drains going through the 
protruding tree pots to carry water to the 
catch-basins which have been there 





since the drains were first put in; these 
catch-drains are insufficient to deal 
with today’s problems. 

Mel Zilka, the new DPW Assistant 
Director, had previously retired from the 
Wayne County Road Commission drain 
section. Mr. Zilka worked in the survey 
department back in the fifties and six- 
ties, and is very knowledgeable about 
the drain problems that currently exist 
and, even more important, he knows 
how these problems can be fixed. 

Many roads were repaired this past 
summer due to the efforts of the Mayor, 
City Council, and DPW Director Jim 
Panos, and the outstanding coopera- 
tion of City Council with the requests 
of McAnally and Panos has been over- 
whelming. Finally, the people of this 
city are beginning to get some of the 
things accomplished that have been 
needed for many, many years. City 
Council has been extremely liberal with 
the money it has allocated for road, 
sewer, drain, and demolition work, and 
the Mayor has worked diligently to take 
care of the problems brought to her by 
this paper and Romulus citizens. 

Turmoil exists between a few City 
workers and the Mayor’s Office, the 
DPW, the Police Department, and a 
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Back-hoe operator — precise as threading a needle 


few others; however, even with the 
problems with unions and employees, 
all have worked together to get things 
accomplished. Everyone has the right 
to a difference of opinion — the joy of 
it all is that the needed work is being 
done in spite of those differences. 
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Thanks again to the City Council, 
the Mayor, and the Director and Assis- 
tant Director of the DPW, and thanks 
to the many workers who realize this 
is their city and are willing to work 
hard to improve it.

A Letter 
from the Doctor

Dear Patient: 

| have some recommendations to 
help you stay healthy. | use this letter 
as a way of introducing you to that 
material. 

The two most significant things | 
can do for you is to convince you not 
to smoke and to keep your weight as 
close as possible to your ideal body 
weight. These two things are most sig- 
nificant in your leading a long and full 
life. 

Smoking is associated with lung 
disease, heart disease and premature 
death. Smoking also contributes to the 
development of poor circulation, heart 
attacks, high blood pressure, angina 
pectoris (lack of oxygen to the heart) 
and chronic lung disease such as bron- 
chitis, pneumonia and emphysema. 
Possibly more significant is smoking’s 
effect on your children and others 
around you. If you do smoke, your chil- 
dren have an increased chance of hav- 
ing frequent upper respiratory infec- 
tions, bronchitis and pneumonia from 
the effect of breathing in the smoke 
that you exhale. More significantly, your 
children have an increased chance of 
becoming smokers. 

Obesity is associated with heart 
disease, circulatory disease, angina 
pectoris, high cholesterol, high blood 
pressure, diabetes and kidney disease. 
It is important to your health to monitor 
and control your blood pressure, cho-: 
lesterol (blood fat levels) and exercise 
levels. 

Everyone over 20 should have a 
yearly physical exam to include: blood 


studies (this includes cholesterol levels 
and other important information need- 


ed to monitor your health), an electro- 











cardiogram (heart test), a pulmonary 


function test (lung and chest) and chest 
x-rays for heart and lungs. It is also 
necessary for everyone over 20 to have 
a yearly evaluation of his/her stool for 
early detection of cancer of the colon. 

All women should have a yearly 
breast exam and pelvic exam with 
Papanicolaou test (Pap Smear). After 
the age of 35, it is recommended that 
yearly mammography be done. This is 
a roentgenographic (x-ray) study of the 
breast, used in early detection of breast 
cancer. 

| also recommend that, whenever 
possible, all adults should take one 
aspirin a day. This thins the blood and 
reduces the chance of heart and vas- 
cular disease. One gram of Vitamin C 
will sufficiently reduce the number of 
upper respiratory infections you get. 
The upper respiratory infections will 
last less long because of the Vitamin C. 
| also recommend that all women take 
calcium tablets every day to slow down 
the development of osteoporosis or the 
thinning of the bones. As women enter 
their menopause, | recommend hor- 
mone replacement therapy, as this will 
sufficiently reduce formation of osteo- 
porosis or thinning of the bones. The 
reduced fracture rate and morbidity 
caused by hormone therapy is of more 
significance than the complications. 

| also recommend a high-fiber diet. 
This enables food to move from mouth 
to anus in 24 hours, rather than the stan- 
dard seven days.The benefits of a high- 
fiber diet include a lower incidence of 
cancer of the colon, hemorrhoids, coli- 
tis and varicosity of the legs. An added 
benefit is that it also brings about a 
lower cholesterol level. 

| hope this information helps you 
in your efforts to stay healthy. Please 
feel free to consult me in regard to any 
questions you may have.

School Millage 
Qs and As 


The following is a reprint of a Romulus 
Community Schools document, dated 
September 26, 1988, entitled Questions 
and Answers for November 8, 1988 
Election. 

Question 1: 

What is involved with the Special 
Election on November 8? 
Answer: 

It is a school election to consider 
two propositions to help provide addi- 
tional revenue to the school district 
without increasing the tax rate. It in- 
volves the indirect transfer of funds be- 
tween the debt and operating account. 
Question 2: 

Can you explain the difference be- 
tween debt fund and operational fund? 
How does it help keep the tax rate the 
same? 

Answer: 

There are two basic revenue ac- 
counts for Michigan School Districts; 
the operational fund, which can only 
be used for every day expenses such 
as salaries, fuels, and supplies; and 
the debt fund, which can only be used 
to pay long-term debt on bond issues 
for buildings and equipment. The law 
permits school districts to over levy 
millage for the debt fund to keep a 
“reserve” against trouble. Past school 
boards in Romulus have been very con- 
servative and created a $1,530,000.00 
debt fund surplus by slightly over levy- 
ing for a number of years. 

Question 3: 

How can the school district get 
additional revenue without increasing 
the tax rate? 

Answer: 

Basically, the Board of Education 
has pledged to.reduce the millage levy 
in the debt fund account which would \ 
allow parents to vote to increase the 
millage in the operating account in the 
same amount. This approach is made 
possible to reduce debt fund millages 
as local property values grow. In addi- 
tion, we have accumulated a surplus 
in the debt fund over a period of years 
that permits the Board to under levy a 
substantial amount of millage for one 
year. lf the voters approve the first pro- 
posal, we will in effect transfer funds 
from one account to another without 
increasing the total millage rate. 

Quite simply, all the school board 
is asking voters to do is to approve a 
4.5 mill, one year increase in the oper- 
ating millage while they cut the debt 
millage for one year by 4.5 mills. This 
would enable the school district to 


have a one-time only general fund in- 
come of approximately $1,500,000.00 
without a tax increase. 

Question 5: 

What is the second proposal? 
Answer: 

The second proposal is tied to the 
fact that the property values in Rom- 
ulus are growing at a fantastic rate. 
City officials estimate that this year 
alone, the equalized value of Romulus 
will increase some $40 Million Dollars. 
Again, what this means is that the 
School Board the year after next will 
only reinstate 2.5 of the 4.5 mills that 
they reduced in the debt fund this year. 
This means that if we approve the sec- 
ond proposal, the operating fund would 
go up 2 mills the year after next, but 
the debt fund would be cut 2 mills. This 
would result in no increase in the tax 
rate, but a 2 mill gain in operating 
funds. 

Question 6: 

Is there some graphic way to dem- 
onstrate how this would work? 
Answer: 

lf the proposals are approved, the 
millage levies for this year and the next 
two years will look like this:

As you can see, the total levy for the 
three (3) years are identical, but during 
that time the School District would pick 


. upa 1.5 Million Dollar one year windfall 
vand then the year after, their operating 


funds would be increased by 2 mills. 
And, again, none of this would increase 
the tax rate. 
Question 6: 

Why does the School District need 
this millage? 
Answer: 

The funds from the first proposal 
will be used to eliminate a deficit ac- 
cumulated over the past three (3) years. 
The deficit was accumulated despite 
layoffs and other cost-cutting efforts. 
The 2 mills in the second proposal will 
be used to meet increased inflation 
and keep competitive salary schedules 
to avoid labor problems. Neither of the 
millages will directly result in the rein- 
statement or increase in program, but 
if our state aid increases, it would bea 
real opportunity for us to expand pro- 
gram because the millages will keep 
us even with inflation. Again, all of this 
will occur without a tax rate increase. 
Question 7: 

Why should a parent or taxpayer 


vote for this issue? 
Answer: 


In addition to providing revenue 
needed for our children’s education, 
both of the proposals on the November 
ballot make sense for a number of rea- 
sons. General fund revenues will ac- 
crue without increasing the overall 
school tax rate. In addition, we should 
remember that business and industry 
pays 70 percent of Romulus taxes. This 
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means a Romulus parent voting for the 
millage has the benefit of enhancing 
our children’s education even more 
because for every dollar they give the 
school district, the factories and busi- 
nesses in town give over two dollars 
in matching money. 

Another advantage can be found 
in the ‘circuit breaker” rebate that the 
state extends to homeowners whose 
taxes exceed 3.5 percent of their 
income.

New Law Bars ‘For-Profit’ Inmate Labor 

Cities, villages and townships often 
hire inmates at the minimum wage to 
repair roads and work on other public 
work projects. Last year, reports sur- 
faced of some county officials improp- 
erly using inmate labor in their own for- 
profit personal business enterprises. 
A new State law imposes new fines and 
penalties on anyone who sells, hires, 
leases, loans or contracts for the labor 
of a prisoner for personal financial gain. 
Ban on Great Lakes Diversion Extended 

The Michigan Legislature has voted 
to extend aban on the diversion of Great 
Lakes water to other states for another 
four years. The extended ban will allow 
experts to continue an on-going study 
of the effects of Great Lakes water diver- 
sion and make their recommendations 
to the State. The ban also prevents Great 
Lakes water from being diverted to alle- 
viate specific climatic conditions in 
other areas, such as the temporarily 
lowered levels of the Mississippi River 
this summer. There is concern that such 
dangerous precedents could drain the 
Great Lakes to precarious levels and 
greatly harm the economy and environ- 
ment of Michigan and all the Great 
Lakes states. 
Lawmakers Vote To Reform the CON 
Program 

Under Michigan’s “certificate of 
need” (CON) guidelines, hospitals must 
get State approval for any significant 
capital outlay for expansion, which can- 
not duplicate already available services 
and must be really necessary for the 
area. The Legislature recently approved 
bills that will replace the restrictive 10- 
year-old $150,000 CON limit with a more 
flexible system of thresholds for differ- 
ent kinds of hospital improvements. 
The legislation also streamlines the 
CON administrative process and pro- 
vides for more local input into CON 
decisions. 
Michigan’s Supreme Court Issues New 
Sentencing Guidelines 

Under Michigan law, judges have 
considerable latitude in making sen- 
tencing decisions about prison time, 
suspended sentences, and alternative 
incarcerations. If judges improperly

consider the race, gender or economic 
background of the convicted person, 
sentences can vary greatly for identical 
crimes committed under similar circum- 
stances. In order to eliminate these in- 
equities, Michigan judges now refer to 
new guidelines, issued by the State’s 
Supreme Court, that recommend appro- 
priate sentences for offenses such as 
assault, theft, criminal sexual conduct, 
drug-related crimes, homicide, property 
destruction and weapons offenses. 

House Members Consider SBT Shift 

Members of a House committee are 
considering a bill that would remove 
Michigan’s complex Single Business 
Tax (SBT) for most of the State’s small 
businesses, and replace it with a more 
equitable tax on business profits. Ina 
recent survey, many Michigan small- 
business owners said they would be 
likely to hire more workers if these 
changes were made.
